Not One Genuine Declares Johc 
Huntington's Affidavits

New Yobb, Sept 28.— H. C. Bannay, 
a lawyer of Cleveland, came through 
New York from Carlsbad recently with 
afiidivits from John Huntington deny- 
ing that a vast number ot signatures, 
supposed to he his indorsement of notes 
given by Ex-Congressman D. R. Paige, 
formerely of Ohio, the New York 
aqueduct contractor, were genuine. The 
face of the notes aggregate over 1400,000. 

woman's handwriting, and a Cleveland 
banker who discounted them claimed 
that they were signed by Mrs. Hunt- 
ington while her husband was too ill 
in bed to make his own signature. 
Mrs. Huntington has sent over an affi- 
davit that she never signed any note 
with his name. H. C Uord, the son-in- 
law of Mrs. nuntlngton, came back 
from Carlsbad several days ago with 
the same information. 

Paige Med from New York to London 
when his alleged forgeries were discov- 
ered, and sent a telegram to Hunting- 
ton, at Carlsbad, asking to be allowed 
to see the capitalist there, He received 
a reply that Huntington would not see 
him.
